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Didsbury scouts 
celebrate 100 
years of history 

90-year-old resident honoured for 
70 years of service

Didsbury’s Scouts have roots that stretch back - way 
back - into this town’s early history. 

They were here before the 1914 inferno razed Main 
Street, the First World War or the Great Depression. 
The first chapter started 100 years ago when this was 
but a frontier town with porch-style walkways and 
wooden storefronts. 

And still they march strong. 

The longevity of Scouts comes as no surprise to 
Joyce Mullen, 90. She’s spent more than half her life 
teaching the Scout creed to youngsters in this town - 
including survival. 

In fact, she was honoured last week with a pin and 
letter from Governor General Michaelle Jean for 
spending 70 years with the organization. It was only 
one of four handed out in Canada this year. 

And she’s not done yet. Mullen plans on winning the 
75-year pin, which is rarely given out according to 
Scouts Canada. 

“I stay in this because I enjoy it. 1 have more fun with 
those kids than you can shake a stick at.” 

With 70 years of experience under her belt, Mullen 
has become an important fount of history for the local 
group. She has stories dating bark to the early 1900s, 
told to her by Ernie Clark, the last surviving member of 
the original club. 

Her own experience started in 1940 as a Guide 
leader. She signed up for the Air Force two years later 
and when she got back in 1945, spent 12 years bounc-

It was a new experience 
for nine-year-old pianist, 
Wesley Wilks. 

He was first to key up at 
the Alberta Music Festival 
in Edmonton, so instead of 
being able to see what he 
wits up against, he was 
watching to see how other 
kids matched up. 

And it sounded like he 
could place dead last. 

“1 listened to all these 
other kids who were older 
and very talented and 
thought for sure, that I’d 
come in fourth or seventh," 
he said. 

“It Wits a huge surprise to 


get this certificate with a 
gold mark on it. I was like 'I 
won, really?’" 

Wesley was shocked May 
27 when adjudicator, 
Stephen Brown, handed 
him the Peggy Sue and 
Doug Stukky Scholarship 
of $150 for 12 and under 
music composition. He 
placed first, while two 
musicians from Fort 
McMurray and St. Albert 
tied for second. 

“I still don’t know why 
they picked me ... maybe 
my song was active and 
original,” he said. 

Wesley composed his 
winning song, Dragon’s 
Code, after reading a book 
of the same title last fall. It 
follows the journey - ;uul 


excitement of a mouse 
creeping towarils a sleep 
ing dragon. 

The song just seemed to 
come to him, said mother 
Teena Wilks. 

She heard him playing 
while she gave lessons at 
her Didsbury studio, Top 
Note, and encouraged him 
to run with it. Two weeks 
ago, she stood in the"*audi- 
ence, proud, as he tapped 
out his finished piece. 

His only goal was to do 
well and he was “really, 
really good,” Wilks said. 

The provincial music fes¬ 
tival brought close to 400 
performers to Alberta’s 
capital. The Olds and 
District Kiwanis Music 
Festival sent 22 representa¬ 


tives, including Wesley mid 
Didsbury’s Toni-Marie 
Newsham, 17. She compet¬ 
ed in senior music theatre, 
up-tempo, but wasn't able 
to snag a t op spot. 

Winners from the area 
were Carmela Lukacs of 
Olds for Glade 7/S piano, 
Olivia Toth from Bergen, 12 
years and under Strings, 
and Phil Richard, an < )lds 
student who took second 
for senior composition. 

“The best of the best 
from all the festivals in 
Alberta get together in 
Edmonton, so to be award¬ 
ed a prize is a huge, huge 
honour,” said Wendy 
Durieux, Olds and District 
Kiwanis Music Festival co¬ 
ordinator. 


She’s pleased with the 
numbers. Most of the 
awards trickle into the 
nuqor city centres, like 
Calgary and Edmonton, 
she said. 

“We were able to sneak in 
four, which was more than 
Red Deer or Medicine Hat 
got." 

As for Wesley, he’s still 
creating music at his moth¬ 
er’s studio; eager to enter 
next year’s music festival. 
Though he has no plans to 
become a musician when 
he grows up. 

“1 think ... I am going to 
be a cop,” he said from the 
seat of his piano. 

“Or I’m gonna work at a 
little store called A G 
Foods."

Prison pension 
proposal right 
on target

The Harper government has announced plans to 
take away social security benefits such as Old Age 
pensions from some inmates serving time in feder¬ 
al penitentiaries. 

If approved by Parliament, the move would see 
inmates who are incarcerated in federal prison for 
two years or more lose their government payouts. 

Central Alberta Conservative MP Blake Richards 
says stripping murderers such as serial child killer 
Clifford Olsen of t heir Old Age pensions is the right 
thing to do, sending the message that murderers 
cannot and should not benefit from their crimes. 

“Canadians were appalled to learn recently tiiat 
this ruthless mass murderer has begun to collect 
social security benefits, such as Old Age Security, 
while serving time in prison for his vile crimes,” 
said Richards. 

“It is wrong and unjust that prisoners who have 
caused such devastation and harm to society 
should still be the recipients of entitlements that 
are meant to support society.” 

When it comes to scum like Clifford Olsen - a 
man so despicable that soon after murdering 11 
B.C. children he virtually forced the government 
into a cash-for-bodies deal - any and all efforts to 
keep him out of society are worthwhile, including 
this one. 

Stripping Olsen of the Old Age pension cheques, 
what MP Richards rightly calls ‘entitlements meant 
to support society’, is a fitting and just way to deal 
with such a reprehensible individual. 

On top of the fact that Canadians want murderers 
such as Olsen stripped of any and all benefits of 
their crimes, taking away iiunate pensions will also 
save taxpayers millions and millions of dollars, 
money that can be much better spent supporting 
law-abiding seniors and others. 

Hopefully MPs of all parties will put aside their 
differences arid ensure the swift passage of this 
new legislation. It’s about justice for the victims of 
crimes and about punishment of the guilty. 

Of course the government must also live up to its 
assurances that the changes will not adversely 
impact the families of the murderers. In Canada we 
don’t punish people because they happen to be 
related to criminals, and these changes certainly 
must include safeguards to make sure that doesn’t 
happen. 

“Our government through these changes, is mak¬ 
ing a strong statement that we will not allow the 
privileges that rightly belong to law-abiding citi¬ 
zens of Canada to also be eqjoyed by criminals 
who, by the nature of their crimes, have forfeited 
their place in our society,” says MP Richards. 

The Harper government should be applauded for 
its efforts to close these inmate pension loopholes 
- and MPs of all stripes should work together to 
make it happen.

Someone, likely a seasoned, edu¬ 
cated, professional accident investi¬ 
gator did several things with the 
case against Mr. Bryant. 

Investigated, interviewed and 
obtained statements from witness¬ 
es, collected physical evidence, 
drafted a scene drawing, analyzed 
all the evidence, then satisfied 
either a judge or a justice of the 
peace that he/she was satisfied and 
swore under oath or affirmation, on 
the basis of reasonable and proba¬ 
ble grounds, that the elements nec¬ 
essary to prove (he charge were 
there. 

The file was then referred to 
Crown counsel for approval - there¬ 
in lies the problem. 

We all know that some junior or 
less than stellar lawyers opt to 
serve the government; either out of 
an altruistic bent, wanting to be on 
the right side of the ongoing battle 
against crime and criminals, or 
because they are not very good at 
what they have chosen to do and 
are fortunate to have a spot in the 
government payroll lineup. 

They may not be trained in the 
accident reconstruction and investi¬ 
gation arts. They serve political 
masters, which the police do not (at 
least at the investigative level). The 
police have no vested interest in 
what happens beyond the laying of 
the charge - lawyers most certainly 


do, even Crown counsel. Check the 
lists of public office holders against 
the memberships of the bars. 

So, the case is prevented from 
going to trial because a mediocre 
lawyer, overworked, underpaid and 
fighting an uphill battle, decides 
that it's not a slam-dunk. We, the 
public, the defendant, families and 
friends of the victim are denied the 
scrutiny only a fair and impartial 
trial can bring to the fore. We won¬ 
der whether there were special con¬ 
siderations given to the accused 
because of his/her position or sta¬ 
tus, what was wrong with the sworn 
police officer who swore the infor¬ 
mation before a justice, whether the 
money saved at trial was worth it. 

Just as in the case of Rahim 
Jaffer, a police officer and his 
supervisors believed the evidence 
warranted the charge and the mat¬ 
ter should be subject to the fairest 
deliberation we can muster, that of 
our courts and justices/juries. Most 
of us were astounded and found the 
process to be repugnant. Likewise, 
the judge and jury in Bryant's mat¬ 
ter is usurped by functionaries in 
the Crown's office. Is that where a 
fair and impartial analysis should 
take place? Should the bean-coun¬ 
ters and former legal-aid lawyers 
decide these cases? What function 
of a transparent, judicious, pre¬ 
dictable legal system does all of this 
serve? 

There's a bad taste in my mouth 


when lawyers decide to take a pass 
on lawyers/politicians' cases that 
ought properly to go before the 
bench. I'll bet that an innocent 
party would rather have exonera¬ 
tion on the facts than a pass' engi¬ 
neered by a hack. I sure would. Is 
it inconceivable that the informa¬ 
tion the Crown relies upon to drop 
the charges is too complicated for a 
judge? 

A fundamental and important 
aspect of life in free, democratic, 
and just society is transparency, 
particularly where life, liberty and 
pursuit of whatever it is one wishes 
to pursue are at stake. 

Be very careful, my friends and 
fellow citizens for this is how it 
starts. Vested interests begin to 
chip away at the fundamentals in 
the name of saving you money, time 
and effort. Publication bans 
abound, in camera (secret) delibera¬ 
tions become the order of the day, 
and friends of friends' are steered 
around the courts. These courts we 
all pay for, we should hold up to 
close scrutiny and we should 
demand that the players to do their 
jobs. 

There seems to be a sense of 
something bringing the administra¬ 
tion of justice into disrepute' in this 
country; more and more, it bears 
the address of provincial or federal 
governments.
